Almost eveything that Charle- 
voix county farimers have to buy 
for farm production will be high- 
er in 1957, Here’s the picture in 
brief: 

Farm machinery: With higher 
steel prices and increased labor 
costs, prices of farm machinery 
are expected to be about 2 per- 
cent higher in 1957 than last 


year. By shopping around, you 
may still be able to get a good 
tliowance on trade-ins. Farmers 
with limited capital should con- 
sider buying used equipment. 

Building and fencing mater- 
jals: Slightly higher. 

Fertilizer and lime: These will 
be bright spots in the farm cost 
picture. Prices will probably be 
no higher than in 1956, 

Seeds: Prospective seed sup- 
plies indicate that prices will be 
somewhat higher than the fairly 
tuw levels of 1956. This is es- 
vecially true of forage crap 
seeds, Which will be in demand 
for acreages put in the Conser- 
vetion Reserve. Buy such seeds 
early. 

Wages: With the increase in 
industrial wage rates and the 
competition between industry 
and agriculture for workers, 
Tarm wage rates will rise about 
3 percent.

Orville’s 
Quick Soil 


Build Up 


Orville Walker, northern Mi- 
chigan farm agent and developer 
of the “quick build up” for 
restoring worn down farm land 
suys a drouth taught him “the 
best agricultural lesson I ever 
learned.” 

Walker's “quick build up” 
is a system of supplying very 
large amounts of vegetative 
growth to worn out soil in order 
to restore its need for organic 
matter.. Oganic matter is little 
more than decayed vegetative 
material but it has great and 
good influence on the soil in ma- 
king this medium more produc- 
tive of crops. 

Walker’s system is accomp- 
lished with lots of commercial 
fertilizers and soil moistures al- 
ong with the growing of two 
ctops that can be grown in suc- 
cession in a single year, His 
crops are buckwheat followed by 
rye. 

He calls it a stepping stone to 
getting the land into a regular 
retation but with it he has res- 
tored abandoned land in Kal- 
kaska county to a level of fer- 
thity that yields of 750 bushels 
of potatoes per acre were obtain- 
ed this year. 

“The year we disced a crop of 
alfalfa and bromegrass down it 
was so dry I dug down six feet 
without finding moisture,” he 
ssid. ; 

Walker said rains came on 
after the land was sown to rye 
and the crop took up the moist- 
ure and grew well although dig- 
ging in the field showed that 
moisture did not get down very 
fur into the thirsty soil. 

Spring came and he plowed 
sown the rye with enough rains 
coming along to plant potatoes. 
Summer rains followed and in 
August he went into the field 
end made several cuts into the 
tield to study the root growth of 
the plants and the moisture le- 
vels, 

As a result of the Walker sys- 
tym the field has a good distri- 
bution of organic matter through 
cut the top foot of soil. Walker 
refers to this as the organic soil 
in contrast to the soil layer be- 
r.eath which he calls subsoil, 

His cuts revealed moisture 
throughout the organic soil but 
rone seeping down into the sub- 
suil layer which was still as dry 
ag it was the previous year of 
douth. Roots of the plants were 
thick and greatly branching in 
the organic layer but almost 
non-existent in the subsoil. 

The organic matter in the ton 
foot soaked up the water and 
held it tightly enough so that it 
could not run down into the sub- 
soil. Being in the top foot of sou 
it was available to the plants 
which sent their roots to find i! 
in the organic layer. And be- 
cause the water stayed in the top 
foot there was ndéloss by leacr- 
ing of the commercial fertilizer 
materials which the farm agent 
applied to the soil.

Heavy Meal Deserves Light Dessert 


Dessert can make or break 
your perfect holiday meal. 

The dessert should be keyed to 
the rest of the menu, advises 
Roberta Hershey, extension spe- 
clalist in fouds and nutrition at 
Michigan State University. When 
yeu serve ao full course meal 
made up of several heavy foods, 
as is so often the custom around 
Christmastime, a dight dessert 
will please the palates of your 
guests. Miss Hershey sugyests 
serving ruby apples on such an 
secasion. 

Wash four medium baking ap- 
yles; remove cores, With a smal 
sharp knife pare thinly around 
stem end of each to remove ab- 
out an inch of skin. Place appies 
in a shallow pan or baking dish, 
leaving about an inch of space 
Letween apples. Mash %4 cup 
jJellied cranberry sauce with a 
fork and combine with % cup 
water and % cup sugar. Pour 
over apples. 

Bake uncovered in a moder- 
ate oven (400° F.) for 35 to 45 
minutes until soft throughout. 
Baste the apples frequently with 
sirup in the nan. Serve the des- 
sert warm, The apples also hels 
te fill the too often neglected 
fruit requirement in our diets. 

Cranberry ice is another light 
Christmas-flavored dessert. Drop 
four cups of cranberries in four 
cups of boiling water; cook until 
they are tender and then, run 
them through a sieve. Add two 
and a half cups of sugar and 
one tablespoon of lemon juice 
while the berry mixture is stil 
hot. Cool the mixture and freeze 
‘tin a mold. Miss Hershey serves 
the red ice with colorful Christ- 


yas cookies.

Does your Christmas tree shed 
its needles lang before you want 
to take it down? : 

Lester Hel), Michigan State 
University extension forester, 
effers advice on the selection 
and care of your Christmas tree 
to help you get the 
joyment from it. 

Some trees hold their needles 
much longer than others. Red, 
white and Scotch pines have ex- 
cellent needle holding ability. 
In the low humidity and high 
temperature of your home, you 
may expect these trees to hold 
their needles from the second 
|week of December into January. 
Firs will hold their needles thru 
the holidays; spruce are the first 
to shed their needles. 


Its fragrance is one of the

evergreen. All of the pines, the 
white pine in particular, have a 
very pleasant fragrance. Firs 
have quite a pleasing fragrance 
hut that of the spruces is some- 
times objectionable.

And, get them taka 
part in the wonderful tradition 
of trimming the tree and making 
Christmas cookies.

important. The sides of a perfect 
tree taper at a 30 degree angie 
trom the bottom straight to the 
top.

A dark green to blue-green 
tree is the most beautiful, while 
a greenish-yellow tree may look 
pale.

Potato printing ig a craft 
that will keep children busy 
during the holiday season.

The secret 
to success in doing potato prints 
1s to remove as much moisture 
zs possible from the potato be- 
fore applying paint. 
| Next, use a variety of too:s 
such as a dull knife, a spoon, an 
ice pick or a pencil to make a 
cesign on the cut surface of the 
potato. The design can be ab- 
;Stract or real, 

' Once you have your design on 

the potato, dip your brush into 
5ume paint and apply the paint 
to the cut surface of the potato. 
With sufficient paint on the de- 
sign (it doesn’t require too 
much) merely blot the painted 
potato surface on a piece of 
paper. The design comes out bet- 
ter if you press to some extent. 
Continue this same process until 
vou have the sheet of paper fill- 
ed or you wish to change de- 
signs.

- paint from the potato with water 
and blot the potato on some ab- 
sorbent/toweling, Then apply the 
cther dolor of paint.
